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by the Divine blessing extensively useful. His course was brief, his end tragic, but he has en- 
tered into rest. 

William F. Brown was born in England near the borders of Scotland. He came out to this 
country at an early age and res'ded in the city of New York, where he became a professor of 
religion. Some years afterward he moved to Mississippi, where he was licensed to preach in 
the year 1840. He was received as a member on trial in the Mississippi Conference the same 
year. In 1841 and 1842 he was appointed to Alexandria. The next two years he labored as 
a missionary on the Red River. In 1844 he vras appointed to N. Town and Lafayette. In 
1845 he was appointed the Presiding Elder of Alexandria District, and in the division of the 
Mississippi Conference he fell within the bounds of the Louisiana Conference. He continued 
a Presiding Elder on the same District two years. In 1848 he was appointed to the Steele 
Chapel Charge, New Orleans. This was his last work- On the 30th of last August, in the 
midst of his labors and his usefulness, he fell a victim to thp yellow fever. Bro. Brown was a 
conscientious, irreproachable Christian. In the dis' harge of his duties as a minister he dis- 
played an energy that never tired. Me was only satisfied w-hen he had attended to all the in- 
terests which the Church entrusted to him. To maintain Methodism in its original type was 
the ruling principle of his action. He was takf^n from us at the age of thirty years, when, by 
experience and tried qualities, he had become an able preacher of the Gospel, and had awaken- 
ed in us high expectations of his future success in winning souls to Chri>t. We deeply sympa- 
thize with his widow, who in less than a year after their marriage, was called to give up the 
husband of her youth.

We cannot say with certainty what 
the increase is this year. The printed 
minutes foot the numbers last year 
41,489 whites, and 16,062 colored, 
which would show an increase this 
year of 2,237 whites, and 573 colored. 
But the summing of the Augusta, La- 
grange and Marietta districts is mani- 
festly incorrect as printed ; and if we 
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take the printed numbers of the cir- { 
cuits as correct, the increase this year 
may be set down at seventeen hundred 
and thirty-five whites, and ninety-six 
colored.

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Ivy F. Steagall was born December 4th, 1807, in Jasper county, Georgia. He embraced 
religion and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church when but twelve years old. He was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Georgia Conference, and commenced his labours as a travelling preach- 
er in the year 1834 ; in which work he contined with great fidelity and diligence till within 
two years of his death, when he was laid by of bronchitis. He died on the 9th of April, 
1848, with the language of St. Paul on his lips. “ Have kept the faith,'’ ^c. 

George W Lane was born in Wilkesbarre, Pa., January 15th, 1815. He was removed to 
Berwick in 1825. In 1831 he experienced converting grace. He removed to the State of 
Georgia in November, 1833, and in March following was licensed to preach the gospel. In 
1836 he was appointed a classical teacher in the Manual Labor School near Covington, Ga., 
and in August, 1838 was elected Professor of Languages in Emory College, Oxford. This 
position he retained till his death, Sep. 21, 1848. Whether as a preacher of the gospel, a 
teacher of youth, or an officer either of the Church or the College, brother Lane was eminent- 
ly able and efficient, judicious, diligent, and zealous. His industry knew no bounds, and his 
profiting appeared to all. He lived to do good by all the means in his power, and he made 
himself competent to accomplish a great deal. His attainments in science and literature 
proved him a constant student, while his labors as a preacher, and his continual activity in 
setting forward every good work, might seem enough to have occupied all his time. But he 
knew the worth of time, and he used it well. 

“ With him, no melancholy void. 

No moment lingered unemployed 
Or unimproved below.” 

And his death was in keeping with his life — a beautiful scene of faith and love, holy Joy and 
heavenly zeal, in which the dying triumphing Christian Minister gave proof in his own person 
of the blessedness of the religion he professed, while, as on the verge of heaven, he seemed to 
linger only to speak words of exhortation, edification and comfort to all about him, and his 
countenance put on before mortal eyes the light of immortality. 

JosiAH F. Askew was born in Burke county, N. C., in the year 1814. At the tender age of 
fourteen he was converted to God, and entered the communion of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. He was licensed to preach while a student of Randolph Macon College, Va., in the 
year 1837., and was admitted on trial in the Virginia Conference in 1840. During the few 
years that his health permitted, he served there in the itinerant ministry with exemplary dili- 
gence and much acceptableuess ; but a pulmonary afiection obliged him to desist, and seek re- 
lief in the milder climate of Georgia. His connection with the Georgia Conference has been, 
chiefly in the relation of a superannuated preacher: his health not having been recovered, but 
his life gradually ebbing out, till, on the 7th of November, 1848, he breathed his last in peace. 
He was a lovely man, full of gentleness and goodness, and was zealous for God to a high de- 
gree. When unable to preach, he occupied himself in teaching ; and when he could no long- 
er teach, he engaged in the editing of the Southern Pulpit as a means of doing good. All who. 
knew him loved and honored him.

Rev. Edmund Pearson was bom in Georgia in 1797 — embraced religion in ■early life, -was 
admitted on trial in the Mississippi Conference in 1823, and travelled the Chickasawha circuit 
—in 1823 the Cedar creek cir. — in 1824 was admitted into full connection, ordained Deacon, and 
appointed to Cahawba circuit— 1825 to Jones’s Valley cir.— in 1826 he located. In this Con- 
ference he labored with acceptability and great usefulness. The difficulties of the itineiknt 
work-in this Conference, at that early day, were such as those only would eridure whose hoaiiisii 
like his were full o( religious ardour. Upon his location he removed to the Holsito G(»fes-< 
cnce, and as a Tiocal Preacher soon gained the reputation of a deeply devoted and zealous 
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Christian Minister. Within a few years of his removal he was “ re- admitted” in that Con- 
ference, and during the last three years of his itinerancy in the Holston Conference he was a 
Presiding Elder. About 1840 he again located and removed to Taladega county, A labama, 
and in 1841 re-joined the Alabama Conference, and was appointed Presiding Elder of the 
Taladega District. During the four years of his presidency in this district he was instrumen- 
tal in accomplishing great good. Many of our best Lay members and l^al preachers in East 
Alabama are the fruits of his ministry. In 1846 he was appointed Presiding Elder of Tusca- 
loosa District His health began now to fail, and his constitution, never very robust, had be- 
come evidently enfeebled by long labor and exposure. In 1847 and 1848 he was continued on 
the Jlistrict, although his health and strength were gradually declining under the effects of a 
pulmonary disease. He lingered in great pain until the 23d September, 1848, when, in peace 
and holy triumph, he closed his probation in the 51st year of his age. 

Bro. Pearson was an amiable, dignified and pure minded Christian gentleman. His talents 
were above mediocrity, especially as a revivalist. He professed sanctification of heart, and 
met death with great calmness, and with an unshaken faith in God’s word. 

Rev. Giles B. Sparks was born in 1815 in Georgia, and in his 14th year professed religion. 
Ho was educated at Lagrange and Covington, Ga., and taught a Classical School at Oak 
Bowery and Tuskegee, Alabama, where ho was highly esteemed. In 1840 he was licensed 
to preach — ^he filled the Wetumpka station part of 1843, during the last illness of the lament- 
ed Sawyer, and joined the Alabama Conference in 1844. His appointment for this year wm 
to the Franklin street Church, Mobile. In 1845 he was stationed in Columbus, Miss. — 1846 in 
Wetumpka— 1847-8 in Tuscaloosa station. In all these places his memory is precious. Few 
men equalled him in gentleness and meekness. His soul was full of pathos, and his language 
was peculiarly persuasive. Of very studious habits and with a mind of unusual capacity, the 
annals of the Conference present few, if any, instances of more rapid improvement in minis- 
terial excellence and popularity. Ho was eminent for the clearness of his apprehension of 
Biblical doctrines, chaste diction, and ease, gracefulness and propriety of manner. His per- 
sonal experience of religion was deep and uniform ; and his sweetness of temper difiused itself 
all around him. As a pastor he had no superior — and this greatly contributed to his useful- 
ness and universal popularity. The children loved him — for he loved to instruct them, both at 
the fire-side and in the Sabbath School. The poor and sick of his flock loved him most. 

Bro. Sparks was a grave, affectionate, humble and holy man ; capable of filling any work 
in the Conference, and greatly beloved by every member of the body. 

£ He was attacked with pneumonia about the close of the last Alabama Conference, and ne- 
ver recovered from the effects of that attack. The Church in Tuscaloosa deserve great credit 
for their kind and constant attention to their sick and dying pastor ; and we pray God’s bless- 
ing u^n them. 

He met his end like a Christian. Tell my brethren of the Alabama Conference that I die 
in the faith,” was his last message to his itinerant brethren. Thus he died, on the 26th Sept., 
1848. And but few more pure and lovely spirits have passed to heaven.

William Knowles: who was born at Bolton, in Lancastershire, in England, June, 1803. 
He remembered his Creator in the days of his youth, and found a fulfilment of the promise. 
They that seek me early shall find me. He began preaching as a local preacher, in England, in 
the year 1820. In 1829 he came to America, and resided one year in New York. Thence he 
went to Ohio, for three years, and thence to Louisville, Ky.-, and, after several years more, 
he removed to Indiana, and in the year 1837 joined the Indiana Annual Conference. For 
that and the following year he was appointed to Princeton, and for 1839 to New Albany, la. 
During this year his health failed, and returning to Kentucky he acted as a Bible distributor, 
according to his strength, until 1847, when having partially regained his health, he took an 
effective appointment and was stationed at Russellville. The improvement of his health, 
however, was not permanent, and at the close of the year he was superannuated. His mortal 
disease was pulmonary consumption, of which he died, in great peace, in Russellville, Ky. 
February 12, 1849. 

William Laslky, died in the town of Bowling-Green, Ky. July 1, 1849. The son of a 
travelling preacher of many years standing, he was converted at the very early age of nine 
years. He was licensed to preach, and admitted on trial in the Kentucky Conference, in the 
year 1841 ; for which year he was sent to the Princeton circuit. To Salem circuit for the 
year 1842, Wayne circuit for 1843, Burksville 1844, Bowling-Green circuit 1845, Franklin 
circuit 1846, Springfield 1847. In this last circuit, his health gave way; but not apprehending 
the extent of the evil, he made no application at Conference for relief from labor, and was 
appointed to the Princeton circuit for the year 1848, where his labors ended. He died of 
inflammation of the stomach and bowels, possessing his soul in patience, full of faith and the 
comfort of the Holy Ghost. 

George Hancock. Brother Hancock was born in the county of Franklin, Ky., but we are 
not informed as to the time when. He was admitted on trial in the Kentucky Conference in 
the fall of 1842, and appointed to Owensburg circuit, for 1843 Lebanon circuit, 1844 Mt. 
Plejisant circuit, 1845 Morgantown circuit, 1846 Bowling-Green circuit, 1847 Middletown 
circuit. Here at the house of his faithful friend Dr. Stephen Reid, in Jefferson county, Ky. 
he fell asleep in Jesus, July 22, 1848.

Moses M. Earhart. He was born in the year 1814; was converted and joined the church 
in 1832 ; was licensed to preach in 1835 ; and was admitted on trial in the Tennessee Annual 
Conference in 1836. At the close of the year he was discontinued, and remained a local 
preacher till 1845, when he again joined the Conference, and was appointed to the Lebanon 
African Mission. His next appointment was to a similar work in Sumner county ; and well 
did he labor, and with great success, in these fields for several years. At the Conference of 
last year he was appointed to the Fountain Head circuit, and four months afterwards, on the 
24th of February last, in the midst of zealous labors, he was taken to his heavenly rest. 

Our brother was but feeble of body, and may, perhaps, have been, (as some have thought 
he was,) a martyr to his work; bat his devotion to duty was that of “the spirit of faith,” and 
his end was eminently happy.

Abram Penn was born in Patrick county, Virginia, on the 16th of March, 1803. Endowed 
by nature with an amiable disposition, suavity of manners, and a captivating address, seldom 
met with, even in the walks of virtuous life, the tendency of his mind was towards “ whatso- 
ever things were excellent, virtuous and of good report.” These were improved by early 
training, and matured in manly piety. After prosecuting a course of study at the University 
of North Carolina, be returned to Virginia, and in February, 1824, was married. Having 
adopted the medical profession, he went to Philadelphia to finish his coui.se, in the fall of the 
year; and in December received the distressing intelligence of the death of his wife. This 
painful bereavement changed all his purposes and plans with respect to “the life that now 
is.” He immediately returned to his home, paused in his professional career, and gave him- 
self to the contemplation of, and preparation for, “the life that is to come.” He was soon 
deeply impressed with the necessity of being “bom again,” and sought “a new heart,” with 
weeping and fasting and prayer. At a camp-meeting in Henry county, Virginia, in 1826, he 
found that which he sought; and thenceforth “walked with God in newness of life.” Being 
led by the Spiiit of Christ, be commenced preparation for the work wbereunto God had called 
him. He travelled awhile under a Presiding Elder, and at the Conference held in Raleigh, 
North Carolina, February, 1828, was received into the travelling ministry, and sent to Caswell 
circuit. In 1829, he was stationed in Halifax, and in 1830, in Raleigh. In 1831, Richmond, 
Shockoe Hill; 1832, Richmond, Trinity; 1833, Rapid Ann Circuit; 1834, Petersburg; 1835-6, 
Sali.sbury District; 1837-8-9, Lynchburg District; 1840-4, Petersburg District. He was then 
placed on the Richmond District, and continued on it until the Conference of 1847, when the 
declining state of his health compelled him to desist from the regular work of the ministry. 

He also served the Church in her general councils. He was a member of the General 
Conference of 1JQ6. He was a member of the General Convention, convened in Louisville, 
Kentucky, 1845, for the purpose of organizing the Methodist E. Church, South; and of its 
first General Conference, held in Petersburg, Virginia, 1846. 

In 1836, Dr. Penn re-entered the holy estate of matrimony with Miss Mary E. Thoinas, of 
Louisburg, North Carolina — a fit companion for one who counted not his life dear unto himself, 
so he might win souls to Christ, and finish his course with joy. She was truly an help-meet 
to him; and she sorrows most of all that his work was so soon finished, and that he preceded 
her to “the great recompense of reward.” 

In September, 1841. Dr. Penn suffered a severe attack of bilious fever in Louisburg, North 
Carolina. Soon after his convalescence, in Petersburg, Virginia, he had a slight hemorrhage 
of the lungs. It is believed these brought on the disease, angina pectoris, of which he ulti- 
mately died. 

In all the relations of life, and especially in the duties of the sacred office. Dr. Penn was 
true and faithful; giving himself “wholly to God and his work” with a zeal that difficulties 
could not quench, and a fervor of soul that death only could abate. As in life so in death he 
glorified God. For several years, such was his physical disease, he “died daily;” and held 
himself in daily readiness to “depart and be with Christ.” Resigned to the will of God, re- 
lying upon the atoning merits of Christ, and in full heme of eternal life he welcomed the 
messenger that summoned him to ascend and worship before the throne. 
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Joseph Pinnell was bora in Culpeper county, Virginia, on the 10th of April, 1767. He 
made a profession of religion in 1790. He entered the itinerant ministry in 1795, and ira* 
veiled successively Conientney, Tar River, Portsmouth, Haw River, Bertie, Cumberland, 
Camden and Caswell circuits. His next appointment was Wilmington. He spent some 
lime on Orange circuit, as supernumerary. In 1805, he, for several months, supplied the place 
of the Rev. Stith Mead, on the Richmond District. In 1806-7, spent nine months on the same 
District. From this time until the Conference of 1810, he was Presiding Elder, first on the 
James River, then on the Meherrin District. In 1810 he located. He subsequently travelled 
two years under the appointment of Presiding Elders, William Wright and J. C. Fry. On 
the 18th of November, 1819,’ he married Harriet, daughter of Matthew and Esther Raghill. 

In 1840, Mr. Pinnell was re-admitted to ihe Virginia Conference, and placed on the super- 
annuated list. He continued in this relation until death severed him from all earthly con- 
nexions. 

Mr. Pinnell was one of the earliest American Methodist ministers — in many places a pio- 
neer of the Gospel. His travels extended over the territory now filled by the Virginia, North 
Carolina and Baltimore Conferences. He fulhlled his ministry at a time when it was truly 
a life of toil and self-sacrifice. Nor was he inactive in his local relation to the Church. He 
was here “instant in season and out of season,” striving always, by all means to save souls. 
His life of uniform piety and strict integrity gained the confidence of those among whom he 
lived, and they took knowledge of him that he walked with God. A life thus spent in the 
service of God was crowned with a joyful death. A short time before his deaih he was asked 
if his prospects for the future were clear. He replied, “What to choose I wot not; for I am 
in a strait betwixt two, having a desire to depart and be with Christ, which is far better.” In 
this frame of mind he continued until he met the last enemy of mortality, and triumphed over 
death through the merits of “ Him who died for us, and rose again for our justification.” 
After a life of devotion to God, and in a good old age, he fell asleep in Jesus, on Sunday, the 
18th of January, 1849, in the eighty-second year of his age, at his residence in Alleghany 
county, Virginia. 



John C. Ballew was born in Burke county. North Carolina. He embraced religion and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in 1^. In 1803 he was admitted on trial in the 
Virginia Conference. He commenced his itinerant career under great discouragements, and 
with many fears. But he was led in a way he knew not; and though he went forth weeping, 
yet he bore precious seed, and God blessed his ministry to the saving of .souls. He continued 
in the regular work with increasing usefulness to the Church, until the Conference of I8l3, 
when he took a local relation. He had entered into the estate of matrimony with Mrs. Eli- 
zabeth A. Christian, of New Kent county, Va. during the preceding year. It is presumable 
the change in his relations, under the circumstances of the times, led him to retire from the 
active work of the ministry. But his soul was not at rest; and at the Conference of 1814 he 
was re-admitted to the itinerancy. He thenceforth gave himself fully to the woik of preaching 
the Gospel, and continued in it until 1827-8, when age and infirmity compelled him to retire. 
He was placed on the superannuated list, and remained in this relation to the Conference 
until he closed his mortal career. 

On retiring from the regular work he settled in New Kent county. In 1834 he removed to 
Tennessee; and from thence, in 1839, to Livingston county, Missouri, where he terminated 
his life and labors on the 15th of January, 1848. 

Mr. Ballew was possessed of more than ordinary strength of mind; and his attainments in 
biblical knowledge were very creditable. In the years of his active connexion with the Con- 
ference he filled various appointments with honor to himself and usefulness to the Church; 
and he is still remembered and loved for his work’s sake by many among whom he went 
preaching the kingdom of God. For several years before his death, increasing age and de- 
clining health admonished him that “the time of his departure was at hand.” He was ready. 
His “ house had been long set in order.” He often conversed of death, his spiritual state, 
and prospects for the future, with great composure of mind, expressing unshaken confidence 
in God, through the redemption that is in Christ Jesus. A few days before his death, while 
speaking of his former labors he said, “I make no account of aught I have suffered; my 
trust is alone in the merits of Christ.” On being asked as to his hope of salvation, he said 
“my way is clear.” And to his wife, “death has no terrors for me.” In this calm and con- 
fiding frame of mind he closed his eyes upon earth, and went, a redeemed sinner to the general 
assembly and Church of the first bora in heaven.

James D. Rhodes. He was admitted on trial in the Memphis Conference, November, 
1841, and ended his labors in Camdlville Circuit, on the 12th of June, 1849. He was at the 
house ot a brother in the town of Carrollville, Mi. and ready to set out for his appointment 
to preach, when going into the yard to observe the clouds, he was instantly killed by a stroke 
of lightning. Our brother was an acceptable and diiisent preacher and pastor, but his body 
was weak and his health imperfect. We have no doubt of his entire readiness, for his sudden 
removal from time to eternity. May we improve the admonition of his death, and be 
ready also. 

Ei.r.As H. Rhodes, brother of James, has .also been taken from his labors to his recompense; 
and his death, too, was occasioned by an unusual cause. It was produced by having had one 
of his teeth extracted. Inflammation ensued, and resulted in mortification and death. 
Conscious of approaching dissolution, he gave glory to God, and died in the triumph of faith, 
rejoicing in hope of evci lasting life, June 6, 1849.* He was born in Mulenburg county, Ky. 
March 22, 18‘25; joined the church in the year 1842; and was admitted on trial in the 
Memphis Conference in 1845. During his brief course, he labored with great .success in 
Benton Mission, and in Troy, Dresden, and Jacinto Circuits, where he was much esteemed 
and has left many friends.

John A. Miller, sod of Armstead Miller and Susannah, the daughter of George Redd, was 
born March 9ih, 1799, in the county of Prince Edward, and State of Virginia. At an early 
age he was impressed with a sense of religion and the importance of living up to its precep.s, 
in order to be happy in life and prepared for death. His parents were Baptists. When ten 
years old, his most affectionate mother was taken from him, and when about thirteen, he lost 
his father. At this age he was placed by his uncle in a book-.Niore in Petersburg, where he 
remained five years and six months. During this lime he fell into many vices common to 
that day and place, although his deportment was unobjectionable, and in a worldly sense 
estimable. The fruits of early re'igious instructions, imparted by his mother, were often felt 
by him in checks of conscience and strong convictions, in the course of error and impropriety 
in which he walked while in Petersburg. These were the cause of his seeking a country life. 
He returned to his native county. Here, however, for a while his resolutions gave way, and 
his course was as it had been — in the follies and w^aywardness of youth. In 1823, under the 
preaching of the Rev. Enoch Johnson, sent that year to the Amelia Circuit, he was powerfully 
convicted, and resolved on an entire change of lifej he went up to the altar of prayer, availed 
himself carefully and diligently of other means of grace, sought his Maker constantly, and. 
found him in his forgiving mercy. , 

His aish now was to do the work of his heavenly Father. This he endeavored to ascertain 
satisfactorily. He believed he was called of God to the ministry, was employed by the Pre- 
siding Elder of Meherrin District to travel on the Mecklenburg Circuit in 1826. In 1827, 
went up to Conference in Petersburg, duly recommended; was received on trial, and sent to 
Bedford Circuit. In 1828 he travelled the Amherst Circuit. At the Conference in Lynchburg, 
in 1829, he was received into full connexion and ordained Deacon. Two years after, he was 
ordained Elder in the Church of God, and continued as an itinerant, travelling under the di- 
rections of the Conference and Bishops until the year 1640, when he asked for and obtained 
a superannuated relation. In this relation he was continued until he left by death. 

Brother Miller travelled many years as a married man. His companion was a daughter of 
Dr. Williams, of Martin county, North Carolina — a most amiable and pious lady, who, with 
her children, is an object, and a worthy object, of our Christian attention and regard. The 
oldest son, though not converted at the lime of his father’s death, and quite }'oung, took up 
and has continued family prayer. He now, with others of the children, profess religion. 
Brother Miller was, in point of talents, of the middle class, in diligence, constancy, integrity 
and piety of the first order. A better man rarely appears. He was exemplary in his course, 
ardent in his piety, and devout in his life. His success as a minister encnurged him to believe 
that he had not mistaken his call. When death came he was ready; calm and undismayed 
he sweetly slept in the arms of his Saviour. He now rests from his labors, and his works 
follow him. It is, we believe, surely with him as it is expressed in Divine revelation, “Blessed 
are the dead that die in the Lord.”

He tra- 
velled the Crystal Spring Circuit in 1841; Natchitoches, 1842; Trinity, 1843; Baton Rouge, 
1844; Yazoo, 1845; Cole’s Creek, 1846; Yazoo Colored Mission, 1847; Boloxi, 1848. For the 
year 1849 he was appointed to Bayou Pierre Circuit, but was taken ill and died, after much 
suffering, before he could reach it. His end w'as peace and assurance forever. Our brother 
was not eminently gifted as a preacher, but was distinguished for zeal, and was peculiarly 
successful in the management of Sunday schools.

John Tarrant was born in Virginia, in 1781. He was received on trial in the South Caro- 
lina Conference in 1809, was admitted into full connexion and elected to Deacon’s orders in 
1811, and continued to travel until the close of the year 1813, when his connexion with the 
Conference ceased by his location. He was received again at the close of the year 1835, and 
travelled successively imtil the close of the year 1845, when he was placed on the superan- 
nuated list, which relation he sustained until the end of his earthly career, on the 1st day of 
April last, in the sixtv-fifih year of his age. His disease was of an inflammatory nature, and 
was a source of much pain and suffering, which he bore with Christian patience and resigna- 
tion. He was a man of God, and possessed a kind and amiable spirit; and sustained the 
character of a plain, practical and successful minister of our Lord Jesus Christ. The religion

William Tostrick, a native of Prussia, who came over to this country in 1842, and not 
long after was converted under the ministry of the lamented Bremer, our first German mis- 
sionary in the city of New Orleans. He was Jicensed to preach in the year 1847, and after 
exercising his gifts a year as a local preacher, was admitted on trial in the Louisiana Con- 
ference, and appointed to the second German mission in New Orleans. His labors were 
faithful and successful, and he was returned to the same charge for 1849, but in the month of 
March he was attacked with cholera and died after three days illness, his last words being, 
“ For me to live is Christ, and to die is gain.” He was young, gifted, and eminently pious 
and diligent— a thorough Christian, a faithful pastor, an exemplary man and minister, pro- 
mising much to the Church of Christ; but in the thirty-fourth year of his age, and at the very 
opening of his ministry, it has pleased God to release him from the toils of earth, and take 
him to his rest in heaven.
